ON EVE OF ASSEMBLY 


Throngs of Delegates and @pec- 
tators Come for Expected 
Great Session. 


| DISARMAMENT IS BIG ISSUE 


Coupled With Security, It Will 
Be Discussed by Herriot and 
MacDonald at Meeting.

GENEVA, Aug. $1.—All the principal 

nations of the yrorld, except Russia, the 

United States ‘and Germany, have sent 

their delegates here for the opening to- 

morrow morning ofthe fifth annual As- 
sembly, of the League of Nations. 

Geneva is packed-as never before in its 
history, Every hotel is filled: to the roof 
and mere toom fg at a premium. 
Tt is estimated that between 15,000 and 
ponent people’ have poured into the city 

ne ee two days, indigating: plainly 
populat interest fi the League. 

fifty-tWo American 
applications havé been madé for Assem- 

Bly cards and forty-five have béen al- 

loted to ¢itizens of the United Statés,, 

In view of the fact-that there are 
scores of applications’ for every seat 
available, a spécial police force will be 
placed arbund the Salle dé la Réforma- 
tion. . For the first time special cards 
wilt be required for admission to the 
Sééretariat Building. A. toufist company 
has “brought here three sight-seeing 
bisés, whith make trips passing the va- 
rious centres of League activities. 

» Principal Issues Before: Assembly. 

The big issues before this year’s As- 
sembly, of fifty-four nations will be se- 
¢urity and disarmament, for the League 
leaders have judged that the two ques- 
tions are essentially related. . 

Premier Herriot of France will arrive 
on Tuesday and Premier MacDonald of 
Great Britain. on Wedneaday morning. 
Both will addréss the “Assembly to pre- 
sent their ideas.on security. and: will 
give directions to their representatives 
on the varidus commissions. ~ Premier 
Theunis of Belgium is already here. 

. On the eve of the meeting’ one finds 

few to predict the course the négotia- 

tions will take; .The unknown quantity 
is the attitudé of Premier MacDonald. 

Having rejected the project for a treaty 

of mutual guarantees, drafted by the 

League Disarmament Commission, Mt. 

MacDonald is expected by the otter na- 

tions to bring (forward positive “sugges- 
otis, since it'\is not believed “that so 

ardent an advocate of the League would 
take a merely’ negative attitude on so 
important an issue. 

The French, who approve the mutual 
guarantee treaty, hold that it is useless 
to discuss the reduction of Buropean 
armaments on any scale until European 
nations have retelved some guarantee 
of protection against aggression. The 
military. chiefs of France. believe that 
ordinary ‘military treaties are the best 
protection, but, falling these, French} 
statesmen are waiting to hear what Mr.

THROUGH JAPANESE EYES. 

In stressing again that Japan. was 
disturbed by the er rather than 
by the: fact of the exclusion of her 
people from the United Statés, Mr. 
Yusuke Tsurumi has helped to clear 
up a point but little understood in this 
country. The Japanese people, he ex- 
plained in his closing lecture at the 
Institute of Pg¥tics, had become reo- 
onciled to the principle of -exclusion 
at the time of the gentlemen’s agree- 
ment. What they resented was the 
abrogation of that agreement and the 
substitution for it of legislation which 
implied that Japan-had not kept the 
faith. This to them was a blow at 

their national honor, Y 

It was the method rather sme the 
substance which American friends: of 
Japan also deplored. They questioned 
the necessity of abrogating the gentle- 
men's agreement and denounced such 
action as discourteous and Pupolitic. 
The activities of the Senaté, in par- 
ticulaér, seemed to be based on a desire: 
to avenge a fancied threat rather than 
to deal tactfully witha delicate situa- 
tion. Not even the unwise use by the 
Japanese Ambassador of the phrase 
“ grave consequences "’ warranted the 
brusque and a action of the 
Senate. 

Desirable as it is for the Amér- 
lean people to understand the Japa- 
nese point of view, it is essential for 
the Japanese to understand the Amer- 
ae point of view. Rightly or wrong- 

» immigration was: the question—in 
mt the sole question—in American 
eyes. Disregarding the criticism of 
those fanatics who claimed that Japan 
had not lived up to her part of the 
gentlemen’s agreement, the underly- 
ing motive of ‘the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the members of Congress who 
supported the Immigration Restriction 
bill was to handle the entire. problem 
as a domestic issue, and, in the cas¢é 
of the Asiatics, to embody in perga- 
nent form the restrictions which in 
the past had been contained in treaties 
and agréements. Rightly or wrongly, 
the American people were opposed to 
any further immigration. of non-as-~ 
similable races. A few of the more 
far-seeing felt that by settling the 
matter now once and for all it would 
egase to be a source of friction, and 
the unassimilable aliens would be less 
exposed to local jealdusies and ani- 
mosities. In so far as the Japanese in 
particular wére concerned, these ob- 
servers felt that the history of Chinese 
exclusion pointed the way. So long as 
the Chinese continued to increase in 
numbers race prejudice grew, Since 
they have declined race prejudide has 
declined. ‘The bitterest opposition to 
the Japanese in California is in those 
regions where they are numerically 
the strongest. It is a safa. prediction 
that when their numbers fall resent- 
ment against them-will gradually dis- 
appear. A 

It is highly regrettable that’ the 
passage of the exclusion bill should 
have led many Japanese to think, in 
the words of Mr. Tsurum1, “ that 
“America has no confidence in thé 
“ Japanese Gove mt, in its pledges 
“ and its integrity, and cares not a fig 
“for its frieridship and cooperation.’? 
This js the reyerse of the truth. If 
Mr. TsukuMrcan make this as clear to 
his own people as he has made clear 
to us the Japanese point of view, he 
will havé rendered a further. service 
to Japanese-American friendship. 

THE LABOR DAY IN STEEL.

RUSSIAN OPPONENTS: oF 
SOVIETISM. 

It is not hard to understand why 
the Soviet . authorities at “Moscow 
should have . exerted themselves to 
bring every resource of stage manage- 
ment, as our correspondent calls it, 
to the trial of Borts Savin Korr, in it* 
self a sufficiently dramatic event, 
SAVINKOFF was the most formidable 
single enemy of the Soviet régime. He 
was the chief organizer of the strug- 
gle carried on for several. years after 
the Communist coup d'état. “His 
capture and recantation will unques- 
tionably add ‘to Bolshevist prestige by 
seeming to demonstrate the futility of 
further opposition and, sti: more, ‘by 
Savinkorr’s belated justification of 
Bolshevist policy and. procedure. 

At the same time:the Savinkoff trial 
should greatly help to inform public 
opinion outside of Russia as to: the 
rreal nature of most of the opposition 
which the Soviet régiine has ‘been *fac- 
ing. Only the other day we were 
asked to believe‘ by American friends 
of recdgnition for the Soviets that the 
Russian; opponents ‘of the Communist 
Gcvernment are composed eftirely ot 
moharchists and ex-landlords. Savin- 
KOFF’s record, as summed up by him- 
self at the trial and acknowledged as 
true by his Judges, shows that. this 
is a distorted view. Twenty years ago 
he ‘was the chief of the Terrorist 
organization of the Socialist-Revolu- 
tierist. Party.’ He waged the battle 
against Czarism and landlordism at in- 
finitely greater risk of life to himself 
than can be boasted of by. the Soviet 
rulers; most of whom were then in the 
security of voluntary exile. . Lenin's 
two home journeysAo R were un- 
dertaken if 1905 and again in 1917 
after the success of the revolutionary 
movements of those years. The’ So- 
cialist-Revolutionist Party, with which 
SavINKorr was affiliated until 
the fall-of Kgrensxky, is today outlawed 
in Russia and its principal. leaders 
are in prison.

aaADA FLOUR EXPORTS. 


Exceeded Those of the United States 
for the First Time in May. 


In May, 1024, Canadian exports of 
flour exceeded those of the United 
States for the first time in history, a 
fact to which the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, in a review of Canada’s flour in- 
dustry, points as furnishing eloquent 
testimony at once to ‘‘the manner in 
which the milling industry has developed 
in Canada” and to the success with 

which Canada has. penetrated foreign 
markets -with her flour. 

n May 8 flour exports reached 
1,057,487 barrels, while ose of the 
United States, according to the railway’s 
figures, were 976,504 barrels. The re- 
view continues: ‘‘In the past year the 
United. States “has been milling on the 
avera, about .. 1,200,000 bushels of 
Canadian wheat in bond per month, and 
as the result, the product of some_250,- 
000 barrels of flour per month has been 
exported as domestic flour of the United 
States. This means that exports of 
flour from: the United States in May 
were probably only “about 730,000 bar- 
rels, whereas expoérts‘of flour made from 
Canadian wheat were 1,300,000. 

“For half a century the United States 
has held a dominating position in the 
international -flour trade. This poSition 
was gradually strengthened up to 1903, 
in which year the Republic contributed 
72 per cent. of the world’s flour exports. 
Since 1904, with the exception of. the 
War. years, the United States’s per- 
tage of total flour exports has been 
tending to-decrease, but it has remained 
continuously at the head of the list of 
importers. ; Now the development of the 
Cenadian milling industry and aggres- 
siveness in the past in developing foreign 
markets, taken in combination with va- 
tious significant developments undér 
way, would seem to presage a supplant- 
ing of the Republic by the Dominion 
and a supremacy for- ada in this re- 
rd in the not far. distant future.
